Hey, 
Didn't read (may have missed) a point of view on PSK31 like mine. 
A little back ground first, with my point of view at the end. 


It is an extremely efficient digital mode, geared to (human) user 
interface speeds. Which means it is not intended to transmit image 

files, or other files as fast as possible and/or without error. 

Instead, it is intended to get people (amateurs) talking to each other 
with radio equipment augmented by computers. The author's intent is clear 
about person to person contact vs data file transfer. Based on his intent, 
I hope it grows as a mode, and even displaces some of the other digital 
modes that chew up so much HF spectrum. As far as image files, or other 
file transfers, the internet suites my needs much better, anyway. 


I enjoy most the CW mode for person to person contact on amateur 
frequencies. Second, I use www & email for opportunities inherent within 
the internet medium. This list is one good example. LB's www site, QRP 
club sites are other great examples. However, these two media are separate, 
having end goals of their own. It is a personal thing with me, I enjoy them 
separated, and don't have enough time to enjoy either one fully. 


The technology that implements PSK31 is interesting. My setup used the 
PC sound blaster card for A/D and D/A while leaving the heavy duty 

number crunching to the Pentium within the PC. And the author has done 
a great favor for our amateur community, providing this software free ! 

I use the same H/W setup for PSK31 as for RTTY/BTL. Ran one RTTY contest 
to get a feel for it. Enjoyed it, but probably won't do it again. Also 
keep the RTTY capability ready for emergency traffic via USAF MARS. One 
important factor about digital modes, for me, is that my work situation 
ties me to a (nice) UNIX workstation + 8 hours a day. So looking into 

a CRT/LCD, again, as a hobby, is not as appealing to me as to others. 


I really don't have anything against computer augmented modes, just 
prefer CW, and would rather not spend radio hobby time typing into a PC. 


My view of PSK31, in a nut shell: I tried it, liked it, got bored with it.

We performed the ARRL standard test for image rejection some time back by 
receiving on 14.020 and injecting signals at 14.020 +/- (2 x our IF, 4.915 
MHz); 23.850 MHz and 4.19 MHz. The signal generator used was the H/P 
8640B. 


Image rejection was typically in the 70db to 73 db range at 23.850. We 
could not measure -any- image feedthrough at 4.19 MHz. 


Note that the Ten Tec Omni6+ was tested at about the same range (71 db) in 
the ARRL review article. 


Also, as a qualitative measurement, our customers in Europe have had no 
significant BC feedthrough on receive. 


Hope this helps.

Almost all switched-mode power supplies require a minimum load to 
operate, or they will shut down or be damaged by the extremely short 
conduction angle of the switching device(s). Such short conduction 
results in extremely high induced voltages in the transformer windings, 
causing breakdown of the switching device(s) and / or the rectifiers in 
the secondary and output side.. 


Most of them expect loads of 10-15% of rated output, unless otherwise 
specified. The switchers intended for ham use are, of course exceptions 
to this rule and have special circuitry to limit the high induced 
voltages resulting from no load, or light loads. I suspect the little 
Radio Shack supply uses some type of snubber circuit to protect the high 
voltage side (primary) of the circuit, or it uses components with ratings 
designed to handle such abuse.

transmit. It is at 72 feet, but giving a 59 to a 500 watt 
station and receiving a 55 for my 5 watt signal?? 

Can you say crud conditions?

On Sat, 17 Apr 1999, Peter Larsen wrote: 
> Ten meters is a no go today. Even 11 is quiet up here. 
> With numbers of Flux=123 A= 12 K= 5 


There is no absolute rule on solar flux, but generally, it takes a 
solar flux around 140-150 or higher for 15 and 10M to open up good. 
123 is mushy even for 20M. 


The solar flux has very little to do with the bands below 20M. The 
lower bands are effected more by the geomagnetic field. With a K=5 
(meaning the CURRENT conditions in the past 3 hours), that is a MINOR 
GEOMAGNETIC STORM, which is causing high absorption and noisy bands on 
20M and below. 


The A-index is the 24-hour average over the previous UTC day, that is, 
what it was like YESTERDAY. A new A-index will be released shortly as 
this UTC day comes to an end, and will likely be much higher. A-indices 
in the range of 39-56 define minor storm conditions. 


To be honest, I don't know why the K index is up to 5. I haven't looked 
at any of the data for a couple of days. (Yeah, yeah, I know -- sluffing 
off on the job here -- sorry!). It's either the aftermath of an optically 
uncorrelated flare (that is, an "unseen" coronal mass ejection) or a 

large coronal hole. It depends on what the solar wind data from the 
satellites is showing. You might go to www.dxlc.com and look at the plots 
for solar WIND (Velocity) and DENSITY. 


If Wind is normal (<400 km/sec) and density is high, it's mass hitting 
the earth from a coronal hole. Bad news is this CAN persist for hours 
or a couple of days. 


If the wind is high (>400 km/sec) and the density is normal, it is likely 
a shock wave hitting us from a solar flare/CME. Once the shock wave 
has passed, our geomagnetic field will start to settle back down.

Keep having fun, Peter, and don't let the sun/geomagnetic field get you 
down too much. Keep an eye on the K-index (not the A-index) as a more 

accurate measure of current conditions, which is updated every 3 hours. 
K=5 Minor storm 

K=4 Active 

K=3 Unsettled 

K=2 Quiet 

K=1 Quiet 

K=0 Very quiet
